District Agriculturist Needed 

When the Hon L. C. Halmrast, Minister of Agri¬ 
culture in the provincial government, was guest 
speaker at the official opening of the Vulcan Seed 
Cleaning Plant last Friday, it was an opportune oc¬ 
casion to remind him that the County of Vulcan needs 
and should have its own District Agriculturist. The 
chairman of the Agricultural Service Board, County 
Councillor Robert S. Irwin, did just that and we hope 
that ML Halmrast made a mental note of this area’s 
real need for the services of a “D.A.” 

The County Council made formal application some 
years ago to have a District Agriculturist stationed 
here and the request has been renewed from time to 
time without any action taken by the Department of 
Agriculture. * ■ 

Officially, this area is served by the D.A. sta¬ 
tioned at Claresholm, but it is obviously impossible 
for one man—no matter how good he is—to properly 
do the myriad jobs that are the lot of a D.A. when 
his territory is twice as large as it should be. The 
ever-growing 4-H movement, with its several junior 
grain and beef clubs in ealdh district, is promoted and 
encouraged by the department of agriculture through 
its D.A.’s and this is only oue of the extra activities 
related to the D.A.’s main job of supplying informa¬ 
tion and advice to farmers and ranchers. 

The County of Vulcan, with well over 2,000 square 
miles of grain and cattle country, is a large enough 
territory for the full attention of a District Agricul¬ 
turist. When the addition to the County Office was 
built, the possibility of securing a D.A. was consider¬ 
ed and the necessary office space is available. 

District agriculturists are university graduates 
and also receive training as assistants before being 
given an office of their own. There is a shortage of 
these men, it is realized, but we think there is a 
strong case for the appointment of a D.A. for full time 
service to the County of Vulcan.

make a careful study of ail pro¬ 
blems involved in rural gas service 
to ensure that any plans approved 
for rural gas distribution will be 
practicable ,and that the greatest 
number of people will be econoci- 
cally served. 

In his opening remarks at the 
meeting, the chairman stressed the 
point that because the cost of pip¬ 
ing gas to farms will be much 
higher than the cost of providing 
farm electrification, it is doubtful 
if it will be economically feasible 
to serve the, majority of farms in 
the province. Because other fuels, 
notably propane, are available to 
country residents at a cost that 
will be more economical, it is not 
expected^ that lines for the supply 
of gas to farmers will be very wide 
spread. Having in mind the suc¬ 
cess which has attended the policy 
of farm electrification, it is hoped 
that a policy similar^in many re¬ 
spects can be worked out, 

There is considerable interest in 
the province fn this problem of 
rural gas supply and it is expected 
that a 'number ef people will be 
seeking information. Inquiries

French farmers have been pro- 
.mised a price of about $2.30 per 
bushel for their 1958 wheat crop.
